PREFACE 


The  "International  Conference  on  Burma  Studies"  sponsored  by 
the  Woodrow  Wilson  International  Center  for  Scholars  in  June  1986 
provided  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  Library  of  Congress  to  in¬ 
ventory  its  resources  on  Burma  and  prepare  this  guide.  There  is  a 
growing  interest  and  curiosity  about  the  culture  and  history  of  Burma, 
and  the  Asian  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is  one  of  the  great 
international  repositories  of  books  and  records  in  this  area. 

Burma  has  long  been  the  subject  of  scholarly  investigation. 
Indeed,  the  area  now  known  as  Burma  was  mentioned  in  Ptolemy's  geogra¬ 
phy  of  140  A.  D.  as  well  as  in  Chinese  documents  of  roughly  the  same 
early  period.  Burma's  Buddhist  civilization,  particularly  during  the 
three  centuries  that  marked  the  ascendancy  of  the  kingdom  of  Pagan 
(llth-13th  centuries),  has  long  attracted  the  attention  of  research¬ 
ers.  With  the  developments  in  Asia  before,  during  and  after  World  War 
II,  Burma  took  on  a  contemporary  importance. 

During  the  postwar  period,  despite  Burma's  drawing  away  from 
close  international  contacts,  writers  and  scholars  have  persevered  in 
the  face  of  reduced  contacts  and  fewer  in-country  research  opportuni¬ 
ties.  As  William  Tuchrello's  bibliography,  included  here,  shows, 
considerable  worthwhile  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  fifteen 
years.  The  guide  we  have  prepared,  used  together  with  Frank  Joseph 
Shulman's  Burma:  An  Annotated  Bibliographical  Guide  to  International 
Doctoral  Dissertation  Research  (1898-1985)  published  by  University 
Press  of  America  (1986)  and  the  Wilson  Center's  Scholars'  Guide  to 
Southeast  Asian  Studies,  published  by  Smithsonian  Institution  Press 
(1983),  give  the  interested  researcher  a  way  to  identify  the  major 
sources  of  information  on  Burma. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  we  view  this  guide  as  a  working 
document,  thus  its  format.  Since  we  hope  to  add  new  information  and 
make  changes  on  an  annual  basis,  any  suggestions  that  users  may  have 
are  most  welcome.  We  also  hope  that  people  planning  to  visit  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  will  visit  the  Library  of  Congress  and  consult  with  us.

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INTRODUCTION 


In  compiling  this  guide  we  have  tried  to  be  as  comprehensive  as 
possible  within  a  limited  space.  We  have  made  a  special  effort  to 
include  information  not  covered  within  other  bibliographies,  and  iden¬ 
tified  library  data  that  might  not  be  readily  available  because  of 
computer ization  and  other  changes  in  the  Library  of  Congress  catalog¬ 
ing  systems.  We  should  also  note  that  this  guide  is  intended  as  a 
working  document  for  the  Wilson  Center's  conference  on  Burmese  stud¬ 
ies. 


This  bibliography  includes  a  wide  range  of  materials  -  nineteenth 
century  flora  and  fauna  books,  biographies,  maps,  official  Burmese  re¬ 
ports,  colonial  era  British  publications,  Indian  reprints,  theses, 
reworked  theses,  microfiche  materials,  as  well  as  books  on  travel, 
language,  literature,  and  cookery.  It  does  not  contain  materials 
solely  in  Burmese.  The  appearance  of  a  Burmese  title  means  that  the 
publication  is  printed  in  two  languages  -  Burmese  and  usually  English. 
Each  entry  is  organized  in  the  author  statement  beginning  with  A  and 
followed  letter  by  letter.  Thus?  Burma.  Public  Works  Dept,  is  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Burma  Railways. 

We  have  selected  for  inclusion  publications  acquired  by  and/or 
cataloged  at  the  Library  of  Congress  from  1970-1986.  These  materials 
are  not  generally  covered  by  existing  bibliographies  on  Burma,  most  of 
which  were  completed  in  the  late  1960s  or  early  1970s.  For  example, 
Frank  Trager's  well-known  Burma  :  a  selected  and  annotated  bibliogra¬ 
phy  was  published  in  1973.  There  is  the  additional  fact  that  the 
Library  of  Congress  began  to  experiment  with  computerized  cataloging 
systems  in  the  late  1960s.  This  bibliography  reflects  some  of  this 
experimentation  by  including  both  "pre-MARC"  and  MARC  records  (i.e., 
non-computer i zed  and  computerized  cataloging  data). 

By  using  the  call  number  or  shelf  location  indicated  for  each 
entry  in  this  bibliography,  researchers  outside  of  Washington,  D.C. 
can  have  access  to  the  Library's  collections.  And  a  researcher  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  can  use  the  SCORPIO  data  base  system  (one  of  the 
computer  systems  available  at  the  Library  to  researchers)  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  this  guide.  We  estimate  that  approximately  50%  of  the  en¬ 
tries  came  from  sources  other  than  the  SCORPIO  database. 

We  have  attempted  to  standardize  each  entry,  but  variations  still 


exist.  Each  entry  includes,  first,  the  call  number  and/or  shelf  loca¬ 
tion  of  each  item;  then  the  author  statement,  title,  publication  in¬ 
formation  (city,  publishing  company,  and  date),  followed  by  informa¬ 
tion  about  length,  illustrations,  maps,  preface,  index  and 
bibliographies.  Sometimes  a  Buddhist  era  imprint  date  appears  with  or 
without  the  Roman  calendar  date  indicated  in  brackets. 

The  Appendix  has  three  sections.  Appendix  A  covers  selected  Bur¬ 
mese  newspapers  and  periodicals  in  the  Library  of  Congress  in  English 
and  Asian  languages.  Appendix  B  lists  by  shelf  number  some  50  biblio¬ 
graphic  tools  that  have  proven  useful  to  researchers.  Since  cur¬ 
rently  we  are  not  aware  of  either  a  national  union  list  on  Burma  nor  a 
"bibliography  of  bibliographies"  on  Burma,  Appendix  B  helps  to  fill 
this  important  research  need.  Appendix  C  analyzes  the  entries  in  this 
guide  on  the  basis  of  language,  publication  date,  and  subject  classi¬ 
fication.  The  final  section  of  the  guide  is  a  Subject  Index  to  the 
bibliography. 

In  time,  we  will  expand  this  guide  to  include  selected  journal  ar¬ 
ticles  and  monographs  on  Burma.  We  also  intend  to  add  information 
about  resources  on  Burma  at  other  libraries  and  institutions  in  the 
United  States.

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APPENDIX  C.  :  STATISTICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHIC  ENTRIES  IN  GUIDE 


The  following  statistical  data  indicates  the  types  of 
materials  made  available  to  the  researcher  on  Burma  at  the  Library 
of  Congress.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  are  preliminary  and 
estimated  findings.  For  example  about  70  works  included  were  actually 
reprints  or  thesis  revisions  of  materials  in  some  instances  already 
available  in  the  Library  of  Congress  prior  to  1970.  In  addition  some 
of  the  50  titles  held  by  the  Library  of  Congress  on  microform  may 
have  been  once  found  in  the  paper  edition  in  our  collections.  Also, 
the  actual  date  of  publication  at  times  proved  difficult  to  deter¬ 
mine.  In  determining  subject  classsif ication  the  Library  of  Congress 
class  number  was  used  for  most  titles.  There  are  some  exceptions. 
When  a  different  class  was  more  suitable,  revisions  were  made.

While  the  scope  of  this  bibliography  is  predominately 
materials  in  the  English  langauge  on  Burma  a  large  number  of  the 
titles  found  in  this  bibliography  are  bi-linugual,  multi-lingual 
or  in  languages  other  than  English.  Many  of  the  works  have  parts 
in  Burmese.  Books  printed  entirely  in  Burmese  were  excluded  as  the 
Library  of  Congress  collection  is  large  enough  to  warrant  a  single 
bibliography  on  Burmese  language  imprints.  The  estimated  language 
spread  is  as  follows:
